not check ed, check ed effectively, 
by th^ edict of the people at the 
polls next November, what fields 
of human endeavor will remain 
open for free man? 
There is no available remedy for 
the trust evil except that which is 
to come through the triumph of 
the democratic party.

prospect of relief through the re-

The engagement at Tien-sin Ton 
Friday is a 
signal* proof of the 
arduous 
work 
which 
now 
lies 
ahead of ihe powers. 
Tiie Daily 
Mail

received a special ac­ 
count of the battle, in which the 
allies were defeated in an attack 
on the native city, 
with 
heavy 
British, 
Japanese, 
Russian 
and

back in attempting to clear the
